Procedure for gaining permission 
to convert Yorba Linda apartments 
into condominiums is spelled out in a 
proposed amendment to the zoning 
ordinance approved Monday night 
by the city planning commission. 

If adopted by the city council, the 
proposed amendment would require 
interested apartment owners to 
obtain a condominium conversion 
permit similar to a conditional use 


permit but tailored to the 
requirements of condominium 
formation. 


The new permit would require a 
comprehensive report on_ the 
present status of apartments 
proposed for conversion, including 
description of 33 items on a specific 
“laundry list;'’ compliance with a 
list of standard conditions dealing 
with such matters as parking, fire 
and safety systems, plumbing and 


wiring, and landscaping; and 
notification of tenants in the 
apartments of the proposed 


conversion. 

Among items which would be 
considered before a permit were 
granted, City Planning Director Phil 
Paxton told the commissioners, 
would be the number of tenants, 
average rents, and lengths of 
tenancy in the apartments and local 

» availability of similar housing. 

Ideas_ incorporated in the 
proposed permit have been drawn 
from ordinances adopted by other 
cities, Paxton said, with the 
exception of the requirement of 
tenant notification, which he termed 
an innovation.

FE] Cajon 
Trail Plan 
Okayed 


The first leg of an eventual 
three-mile bicycle and equestrian 
trail along the abandoned El Cajon 
canal moved a_ step nearer 
realization Monday night. 

At its regular meeting, the Yorba 
Linda Planning Commission unan- 
imously approved development of 
the trail for a distance of one mile 
between Rose Drive and Valley View 
Avenue. The proposal now goes fo 
the city council, where it is expected 
to be approved also. 

When completed, the trail, which 
will be 60 feet wide over most of its 
length, will consist of both bicycle 
and hiking paths, City Planner Phil 
Paxton noted after the meeting. 
Plans call for a bike lane 10 feet wide 
and surfaced with three inches of 
asphalt. 

Paxton expects completion of the 
approved segment by summer. 

The canal has been deeded to the 
City of Yorba Linda by the Anaheim 
Union Water District for the purpose 
of providing the trail route, which 
will become part %f the Orange 
County Bikeway system.

At its Monday night meeting, the 
Yorba Linda Planning Commission 
finally sounded taps over a tenacious 
spectre. By a 5 to 0 decision, the 
commissioners accepted the tenta- 
tive tract map for a development of 
20 houses to be built on the land once 
tied up in controversy over the 
proposed Bar-Lak condominiums. 

The Standard Pacific sub-division 
will open on Eureka Avenue just 
north of the Rancho Olinda 
condominiums. The El Cajon canal 
loops in an arc along the north-east 
side of the projected residential 
area, and the neighborhood is 
planned to have access on the north 
to the bicycle and horse trail to be 
built along the canal. 


Problems arose a year ago when 
the then-owner of the land, the 
Bar-Lak development company, met 
city opposition to plans to develop a 
condominium complex there. The 
city had objected to proposed 
population densities which it 
considered too high.

course on the north and proposed 
amendments to the zoning ordi- 
nance which would modify the 
procedure for obtaining front-and 
rear-yard set-backs in RE and RA 
zones. 


Specifically, the suggested 
amendments as approved by the 
commissioners would reduce the 
amount of adjustment which could 
be obtained through the city 
planning staff without review by the 
commission, establish  twice-a- 
month public meetings for the 
purpose of considering proposed 
adjustments, and require that 
property-owners adjacent to the 
affected land be notified of the 
proposed adjustment by mail. 


A list of adjacent property-owners 
would have to be provided by the 
petitioner. 


City Planning Director Phil 
Paxton expressed concern that the 
requirement of mail notification 
might necessitate an increase in the 
cost of obtaining an adjustment. 
Although an adjustment is actually 
a variance, he explained, it is such a 
minor type of variance that the fee 
for obtaining one has traditionally 
been very low--at present, $10. 


The proposed amendments had 
been developed by a_ special 
committee set up by the city council.

Candidates State Views 


Manville--High School Is Top Issue 


“There are no hard issues, just 
areas of interest,’’ is candidate 
Stewart Manville’s summation of 
the so-far quiet campaign for two 
vacancies on the Yorba Linda School 
Board. 


Manville, 43, a data processing 
manager for Hunt-Wesson, has 
something to say about the ‘‘areas of 
interest."’ 


**The principle one has to do with 
a high school, located in Yorba Linda 
to avoid having to bus students 
across Placentia to Fullerton. I think 
it’s possible right now to have a high 
school close to Yorba Linda. There 
are several ways in which this can be 
accomplished,’’ he continued, 
‘“‘what is significant is that all of 


them are going to cost us some 
money."’ 

Manville, tentatively came out in 
favor of the proposed annexation to 
Placentia Unified School District. ‘‘I 
favor it, as long as it means we get 
what we want out of it--without an 
extraordinary increase in the tax 
rate.’ he stipulated. 

As far as curriculum goes, 
Manville supports a ‘‘return to the 
fundamentals.’’ ‘‘There has been a 
return nationwide and in California, 
to the teaching of fundamentals. Our 
Early Childhood Education program 
is basically a program aimed at 
cementing the fundamentals into 
the learning process.”’ 

Manville believes that his 
managerial background will prove 


valuable to the board. ‘‘The basic 
problem is learning to do the best job 


with limited  resources,’’ he 
commented. 
“I've had a lot of classroom 


experience teaching young adults. | 
think I’m very sensitive to the 
results of some of the failures in our 
education system."’ 


Manville has worked as an 
instructor for the L.A. Trade- 
Technical College; he holds a life 
credential as a California Com- 
munity Colleges Instructor. 


“‘I feel that I can carefully listen to 
all sides of any issues, and work 
together with parents, teachers, 
administrators and board members 
to make decisions,”’ he said. 


Stredler Stresses Safety 
And Good Education 


“I support (annexation to the 
Placentia Unified School. District)... 
think it’s a good plan and I think that 
the implementation of it is 
proceeding smoothly. However, 
should that not go through, I would 
be open to other ideas."’ 

At 32, Joan Stredler, five years a 
resident of Yorba Linda, mother of 
three young children who attend 
school in Yorba Linda, wants a seat 
on the city school board. Recently 
she explained her position of the 
school district's future. 

“I feel that we need to do 
something for our schools,’’ she 
continued. ‘‘I like the idea of 
unification. Perhaps in another year 
or two, we might have enough 
students to really support a high 
school. We might be able to unify.’’ 

“I've heard one suggestion that 
we might unify and then annex parts 
of the Placentia school district more 
in keeping with Yorba Linda’s actual 
boundaries. It would be difficult; but 


then it’s also going to be very 
difficult to annex to Placentia, given 
the opposition we'll probably 
encounter from the Fullerton school 
district and some of the problems 
that the Placentia district faces. 

“If we annex to Placentia, we 
might possibly be faced with future 
double sessions. It’s not at all 
something we want to incur. We'd 
like to avoid double sessions at all 
costs."* 

Mrs. Stredler, who received a 
Bachelor of Science degree in 
applied mathematics from North 
Carolina State University and a 
Master of Arts of Teaching degree in 
biology from UCI, has worked for the 
past year as a research biologist at 
ICN Pharmaceuticals in Irvine. 

In line with her professional 
interests, she reports, she has 
served as a volunteer science 
resource person for the Yorba Linda 
Elementary School District for the 
past three years, during which time 


she has conducted field trips and 
classroom presentations and helped 
develop a film strip for the media 
center. 

She has also served as a volunteer 
speaker for the March of Dimes and 
as a city beautification commission- 
er, she recalls. She has been a 
member of the Yorba Linda Junior 
Women’s Club and the American 
Association of University Women. 

“I was instrumental in getting (a 
paved school-bus stop installed) 
near our house (on Mountain 
View)."" Mrs. Stredler noted, ‘‘I 
think (my record) shows that I have 
been concerned about the children 
of Yorba Linda and not only the 
quality of their education but their 
safety. 

**I’ve had dealings with the school 
board and the city council. I am an 
articulate and outspoken spokes- 
woman and I can represent a variety 
of opinions.’ ‘‘I am open to 
community input." 


Cromwell--Native Son 
Wants Community Role 


Rob Cromwell, a 26-year-old, 
third generation Yorba Lindan 
would like to have a chance to apply 
his knowledge of Yorba Linda where 
it counts---on the local school board. 

Cromwell, himself a product of 
Yorba Linda Schools, is running for 
one of two open seats on the Yorba 
Linda Elementary School Board. 

Currently employed as a Com-

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Ruth Favors PUSD Bonds 


Dear Sir: 

“The voters of the Placentia 
Unified School District have an 
outstanding record of supporting the 
district's needs in past elections. 
When they have sufficient facts to 
understand the issues they have 
nearly always taken a_ strong, 
supportive stand for their schools. I 
am confident this same support will 
again come through on March 4 for 
the $20 million school bond issue.’ 

That view was expressed today by 
Dr. Ralph P. Ruth, co-chairman of 
the PUSD Citizens School Bond 
Committee along with Al Barlow of 
Placentia. Both Barlow and Ruth are 
veterans of lay citizen committee 
work in the district, Barlow being 
present chairman of the district's 
Educational Facilities Planning 
Committee and a co-chairman of the 
citizen group that worked in support 
of a general-purpose tax rate 
increase in 1972. 

Ruth, a Yorba Linda resident, was 
co-chairman of the citizen group 
involved in the combined bond issue 
and tax rate increase election in 
September 1968 and was chairman 
of the 650 member campaign 
committee that assisted with the 
preschool census and worked for the 
successful passage of the February 
1969 bond issue - the last local school 
bond issue authorized in PUSD prior 
to the March 4 ballot question. He 
also served as an elected member of 
the PUSD school board from 
1969-1973. 

**Passage of this important bond 
sale authorization by the required 
2/3 vote will produce almost no 
noticeable economic effect on the 
individual taxpayer in our district,"’ 
Ruth emphasized. ‘‘This simple fact 
should really be enough to convince 
most voters to go to the polls on 
March 4 and cast a ‘yes’ vote in favor 
of the issue,"" he added. 

The ballot proposition, if passed, 
will provide the school district with 
the required authorization for sale of 
an additional $20 million in local 
school bonds to apply toward the 


-construction of follr-new elementary 


schools, one new junior high school, 
and or : new senior high school over 
the next S years, to house the 4500 or 
more new students that are expected 
to enroll in PUSD schools in that

period. The 35-square-mile district, 
which extends eastward through 
many still undeveloped regions of 
the Santa Ana Canyon to the San 
Bernardino County line, has 
experienced a steady enrollment 
growth averaging over 1,000 
students per year since 1962-3, at 
which time the schools had only a 
little over 3,000 students. The 
district now has 16,300 students 
enrolled, housed in 14 elementary 
schools, 3 junior high schools, 3 
senior high schools, and a 
continuation school. 

**PUSD is still one of the fastest 
growing districts in the state,’’ Ruth 
observed, ‘‘despite the fact that 
some other districts in the county are 
suffering decreasing enrollments. 
We simply don't have that 
problem."' He added that all 
evidence - local district projections, 
city and county zoning plans, 
housing development tract maps 
and community plans - indicates a 
continued growth pattern in the 
district, carrying school pupil 
population steadily toward the 
eventual saturation enrollment of 
over 35,000, a figure that may not be 
reached for many years. 

“There seems very little doubt, 
however, about the probable 
enrollment growth over the next 5 
years,’ Ruth observed, ‘‘because 
tract maps already filed could add as 
many as 4,000 students in a very 
short time, and other areas zoned 
residential could easily supply an 
additional 4,800." 


He indicated that two additional 
planned communities in the district 
could account for 4,000 more, so that 
13,000 new students could con- 
ceivably appear in the next few 
years. Best estimates for the 
near-term growth, including al- 
lowance for data obtained in the 
recently-completed preschool cen- 
sus carried out by the district, are 
that total enrollment in the next 5 
years will increase by the 4,500 
students mentioned earlier. 

‘*The law requires that the district 
shall provide a school system to 
educate each child residing in the 
district, and it is absolutely essential 
that we have adequate housing for 
these incoming students,’” he 
emphasized. ‘‘Since the present

How much is an orange 
tree worth? What about the 
land under it? The Placentia 
City Council is prepared to 
spend $425,000 of taxpay- 
ers’ money for five acres of 
land adjoining the new Civic 
Center. 

The law requires an 
appraisal be made before 
the city can buy any 
property. In accordance 
with this, an appraisal was 
duly ordered and = on 
December 17, 1974, during 
a Council meeting it was 
revealed that the appraisal 
was in and that the land was 
valued at $85,000 an acre. 

It would seem reasona- 
ble, with this amount of 
money involved, for a public 
hearing to be held to discuss 
the issue. When an alert 
citizen requested just such a 


hearing at last week's 
Council meeting, Mayor 
Bob Lyons replied that 


there had already been a 
public hearing at the budget 
meeting. 

I am sure Mayor Lyons 
did not mean to imply that 
he and the Council wrote 
out a blank check for the 
property at the budget 
hearing in June 1974. The 
appraisal was not in until 
December 1974, a full six 
months later. How could 
anyone logically discuss 
such a purchase without 
knowing what the purchase 
price was going to be? 


There is more involved 
here than the cost or value 
of five acres of land. It is a 
principle of real estate that 
if $425,000 is spent for the 
land, whatever 
ment is placed upon it 
should be in the neighbor- 
hood of two million dollars. 
Since the Council has not 
advanced any reason for the 
purchase of the property, 
there is an important 
question to be asked. Just 
how much more money will 
the taxpayer be asked to 
invest for the development 
of this land? For what 
purpose? 

This week the Placentia 
City Administration refused 
to release a copy of the 
appraisal upon which the 
city is basing their purchase 
of the five acres. We 

- requested a copy to check 
on the value the appraiser 
was allotting to any orange 
trees on the land, and how 
much value to the land 
itself. As a taxpayer, | 
wanted to know who the 
appraiser was and who the 
seller of the land is. Just 
who are we paying the 
$425,000 to? These facts are 
in the appraisal report. 

The request was reasona- 
ble. The refusal of the City 
of Placentia Administration 
to release a copy to a 
taxpayer is, in my opinion, 
unreasonable. The Admin- 
istration should remember 
that taxpayers have paid for 
that appraisal, just as 
taxpayers will pay the full 
price if this purchase is 
completed as now planned.
